John Anderson, workman, was 
picked up bodily by a second ex­ 
plosion and hurled forty feet to a 
spot where he became a target for 
one of the oil torrents and was 
badly burned. Eight other w ork­ 
men in different parts of the plant

fltreams of flaming oil that pour­ 
ed out in different directions. 
Hardly 
had terrified residents 
been aroused from their sleep when 
the second blast shook the city as 
fire caused by the first explosion 
reached still other tanks of oil.
